Ia the United Slates Senate yesterday tli 


post office appropriation bill was taken u; 
and tho amendment abolishing thefranklni 
privilege was tabled. Consideration In com 
mi'.tee of tbe whole was completed and the 
bill was reported with its amendments to Ihe 
Senate. 
In tho House a bill WES passed 


making an appropriation for building a cus 
torn bouse at Fall River, Mass. The Senati 
amendment to tbe dcDciency bill were acted 
upon in part. 


The Electoral College this year will consist 


of 357 votes, of which, the former slavehold- 
Ing Statss will have 131 votes, tho Western 
States 102, the New England and Middle 
States 109, and the Pacific States 12 votes. 
These figures prove the correctness of the 
statement of a Washington correspondent, 
that the man who has tbe united confidence 
of the colored people will probably bo the 
next President of the United States, begin- 
ning March 4, 1873. 


The Democratic policy seems to be a non- 


committal one at present. 
They neither 


say "they will" nor "they won't." They 
propose to keep their mouths closed till after 
their national convention, which we must 
confess Is by far the best thing for them to 
do. Too much talk as well as too much 
letter writing is sometimes a dangerous 
thing. The indications are, however, that 
they will nominate straight out candidates 
on the Democratic platform, which will be 
far better for the Republican cause than if 
they should try tho half and half arrange, 
ment and throw out a bait for the "liberal" 
TJte.
